THE TARIFF. 
THE VERY LATEST PHRASE OF A SHAMEFUL 
JUGGLE. 

Wasnainerton, D. C., Feb. 15.—[Special.}]— 
Hiscock, Chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee, said this evening that he may ask 
the House to finish the Legislative bill to- 
morrow. He deemed it important to send 
it to the Senate immediately. Probabiy 
within two or three days the Appropriations 
Committee will ask the House to lay aside 
the Tariff bill and proceed as rapidly as pos 
sible with theremaining appropriation bills. 
ln view of the near expiration of Congr ess, 
they cannot be longer postponed with safety. 
The members of the Republican committee 
of the House have had one conference with 
the Senate Caucus Committee respecting 
pending tariff legislation, with no result. A 
member of the House committee said this 
evening that he did not know when another 
conference would be held, iH at all, and, in 
his opinion, the prospects of any tariff legis- 


lation by this Congress are extremely dubious. 
PERSISTENT BUT FRUITLESS ATTEMPTS OF 

THE SENATORS TO PRACTICALLY DOUBLE 

THE DUTY ON METALS—THE HOUSE D- 

CUSSES THE SUGAR QUESTION FOR A DAY’S 

WORK. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 15.—[Special.}— 
The Senate spent the day in a fruitless en- 
dea vor to increase the duty on iron-ore. Et- 
forts were made to place the duty at double 
the present rate. They failed. Successive 
efforts to fix the rate at 75 and 60 cents also 
failed. Finally, after numerous attempts to 
alter the metal schedule in other directions, 
it was put over until tomorrow, at the re- 
quest of Senator Sherman, he making the 
rather ominous suggestion that he has a 
number of additional amendments.to offer 
th the entire metal sehedule. This, 
undoubtedly, is affirmative evidence 
of the dissatisfaction which exists among 


those representing the iron interest at theex- f 


isting metal schedule in the Senate, and con- 
firms the teports of great dissatisfaction on 
the part of the iron-men expressed in the 
Republican caucus. Van Wyck, in tne de- 
bate, referred to this when he said that the 
representatives of the iron interest had 
threatened to vote against the bill unless the 
iron schedule could be amended to their 
satisfaction. The whole metal schedule is 
still an open question, Conger having entered 
a motion to reconsider the vote by which the 
duty of 60 cents on iron-ore was 
voted down, and Sherman having 
given notice of additional amendments. 
The failure of the Senate to increase the 
duty on iron-ore indicates a hitch in the log- 
rolling combination which was made to in- 
crease the duty on all the items in the metal 
schedule, in order to please Sherman, Con- 
ger, Mitchell, and Sewell, and to indice 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Michigan, and New 
Jersey to vote forthe bill. The delay and 
dicker changed a good many votes, but not 
enough. Three weeks ago, for instance, the 
Senate voted down a proposition to fix the 
duty on iron-ore at $1 a ton by a vote of 11 yeas 
to 87 nays. Today 18 yeas were cast for this 
increase to $1 a ton, which is exactly double 
the existing duty, fifty cents a ton having 
been fixed by the Tariff Commission and 
Finance Committee as the equivalent duty of 


the — ad valorem rate. The eighteen 
Senators who voted to double the duty on iron- 
ore were Anthony, Blair,Cameron,of Wiscon- 
sin, Conger, Dawes, Hoar, Lapham, Logan 
MeMillan, MePherson, Mahone, Miller, of 

York, Mitchell, Morrill, Sawyer, 
Sewell, Sherma and Tabor. it is 
to be noticed among them was 
Morrill, the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, who thus votes to double the 
duty on the first item of the metal schedule, 
which really is the basis of the whole sched- 
ule. There unquestionably would have been 
more votes for this increase but for the fear, 
broadly expressed, it was part of a plan 
to increase every item in the metal schedule 
to correspond to the proposed doubling the 
duty on ore. The proposition to increase to 
75 cents per pound received twenty-five 
votes. The purpose of the iron men is 
clearly indicated by the statement of 
Sherman todayin debate: “ The hopes of 
the iron industry are struck right and left 
by this iron schedule, which threatens them 
with ruin.”

‘he Democratic tariff-reformers, one and 
all, declared that their course in advocating 
the duty on sugar is not consistent, and in 
reply to every insinuation that they had gone 
back on all their principles in a defense of 
the sugar tariff, they triumphantly replied: 
“ This is a revenue tariff. The duty on sugar 
reduces revenue and does not prohibit 
mportation of that article.” And thus the 
fight went on all day long. The free-sugar 
men were able to muster only twenty-six 
votes, while their opponents bad 182. 
Gibson, of Louisiana, offered ah amend- 
ment to increase the committee's rate from 
1.25 cents per pound forall sugar under 75 
degrees polariscopic test, and .04 cent for 
each additional — 98 of strength to 1.50 
cents per pound G cent, respectively. 
This was voted down. Browne, of Indiana, 
offered an amendment to reduce the duty to 
l cent per pound on all sugar below No. 13 
. Reed’s amendment provided that 
the duty on sugar below No. 13 
should be 1.25 for the first 75 degrees 
and .08 cent; for each additional degree. 
Thie also was defeated. The committee’s 
bill, which fixes the rate at 1.25 cents per 
pound and .04 cent for each additional de- 
gree of strength above 75, will probably not 
be changed.

It 18 NOW HAVING THINGS ALL ITS OWN 
WAY AGAIN. 
WasurtnorTon, D. C., Feb. 15.—[Special.]}— 
About a year ago the House adopted a reso- 
lution directing the Postmaster-General to 


furnish information whether an order was 
issued by the Post-Office Department forbid- 


ding the payment of any postal money 
remy > delivery of any registered letter to M. 
A. Daaphin or any other nt of the Louisi- 
ana Lottery Company, directing the re- 
turn of the sameto the post-offices where 
first obtained or deposited; whether said or- 
der had been enforced, and, if so, for what 
length of time; whether there had been any 
su nent order suspending the first- 
nam order, and, if so, when and for 
what purpose and aiso whether the firstor 
subsequent order was then in force, and 
what were the limitations affecting it. This 
resolution was referred to the Committee on 
Pest-Offices and Post-Roads. itis under- 
stood that no action has ever been taken by 
the Post-Office Committee, although it is said 
that Mr. Money, a member — po re — 
has prepared a report on subject going 
over the whole respecting the publi- 
cation and circulation of lottery advertise- 
ments, circulars, and tickets which he has not 
presented to the committee for its action, sim- 
ly because no meeting of the committee has 
n called for a long time. When Judge 
Key was Postmaster-General a rather vigor- 
ous effort was made to prevent the use of the 
mails for the benefit of the Louisiana and 
other lottery companies. An order was is- 
sued preven the use of the mails, so far 
as practicable, for the uses of the company.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 14.—[Special.]— 
The order granted by Judge Butler in 
the Reading Railroad case today is sim- 
ply the inauguration of proceedings whereby 
the company is to become repossessed of its 
property, and does not imply the immediate re- 
lease of the corporation from the control of the 
court. The petition upon which the order was 
made, after giving the financial statements al- 
ready made publicin the annual reports of tne 
company and of the receivers, showing that all 
obligations are provided for, asked permission 
to create a car trust of $2,000,000, to be vested in 
the new Union Trust Company as trustee, and 
further, when the proceeds of this trust 
have liquidated the outstanding Receiver's cer- 
tificates, amounting to $2,054,457, then the Ke- 
ceivership might be terminated. The roliing- 
stock to be transferred to the car trust is 
valued at 52.276.781, and the car trust certifl- 
cates are to be redeemable $200,000 annually for 
ten years, the annual fate of iuterest being 6 
per cent. The plaintiffs in the original suits. 
the Farmers’ & Mechanics’ Bank and the heirs 
of Moses Taylor, deceased, announced their cou- 
currence in the proceeding, and that if the peti- 
tion was granted they would discontinue their 
respective suits. When the case came before 
Judge Butier today the only persons who had 
any direct iiterest in the occasion were Stepben 
A. Caidwell, one of the Receivers, and the coun- 
sel for the company, and the Receivers. in- 
cluding attorneys, James E. Gowen, Samuel 
Dickson, and Richard L. Ashburst. One of the 
legal representatives of the famous McCalmont 
opposition, Richard C. Dale, was in court, but 
took po part in the proceedings.

he had to say on behalf of his school on the 
topic in question. He replied: ** I can’t talk 
for the school, but I can speak for myself. 
The school needs no’ defender. Time is 
working out the problem; the fruit is ripen-

TIE RESOLUTION 
offered by Dr. D. B. St. John Roosa at the 
late meeting of the Medical Society of the 
County of New York. In brief it is as fol- 
lows: ‘ 

And although we decline to instruct our 
delegates to the State society, we respectfully 
recommend to our representatives that they 
labor tor the further simplification of the sys- 
tem of medical ethics until it shali not contain 
specitic rules for the regulation of professional 
etiquet, but only authorize procedure against 
conduct plainly unworthy of a physician and a 
gentieman. 

“That resolution,” continued the Doctor, 
‘was ably supported. Dr. Roosa said he had 
offered the resolution because he considered 
that R was necessary for the society to say just 
where it stood on this matter of the code. If 
Tux Tumor intends to discuss this matter 
I wish it would print this extract from (ail- 
lard’s Medical Journal, Dr. Roosa is talk- 
ing, and he says: 

»The pbysicians of New York made up their 
minds long ago that they needed no code what- 
ever by which to reguiate their professional 
conduct, aud that they can attend to their owa 
business without the advice of their brethren io 
Oshkosh. The time bas gone by when such 
trivialities «as are to be found in the 
old code can de reasonably taken no- 
tice of by the profession. The argu- 
ments against the new code centre simply 
on the question of consultagon. That is the 
animus of the whole matter. It 16 said, said the 
Doctor, that we are about to take the homeo- 
pathists into our arms, and that this action will 
be heresy. We are going to do nothing of the 
kind. The new code simply says that we way 
consult witb homeopaths when asked to do 80. 
It doesn't say that we must call in bomeopaths 
to consult with us, and§jnobody imagines that we 
Shall so far forget our duty to our patients as 
ever to do such a thing. [Laughterand ap- 
plause.] An idea has prevailed in the past that 
for a regular physician to consent to consult 
with a homeopath was equivalent to his com- 
mitting murder. The idea was absurd. and 1 
rejoice that the new code gives us a little per- 
sonal liberty on this question.’ 

Then Dr. Agnew made a forcible pleain 
favor of 

A BROADER VIEW, 

and the point was carried. Men are coming 
nearer and nearer togethér on this subbject. 
The State Board has. for four years, con- 
tained regular eclectic and homeopathic 
physicians. lam told that the work ot the 
board is most harmoniously performed; sys- 
tems are not mentioned, This agitation in 
New York is gratifying to homeopathists;

the code of ethics of this institute. 

“THERE Is NOTHING TO ADD. 
Fair play is ail we ask, all we expect. The 
resolution that is at hand is but the natural 
outgrowth of exclusiveness and error. 
Why, what did Dr. Agnew say? ‘Error 
never has been and nevgr can be destroyed 
by persecution. I advocate the new code 
because it is mn keeping with the refined 
ethics of the timein which we live. Noth- 
ing could be safer than the new rule govern- 
ing consultations. When the old code came 
ito existence there were, perhaps, a score 
t homeopaths in this country; now there 
are fully 6,000. What has persecution done 
to defeat error here? ‘The leavenis work- 
ing, and, tur the present, I think the homeo- 
pathists can afford to mind their own busi- 
ness. As 1 said, it’s none ot their funeral.“ 

The reporter sought a distinguished phy- 
sician of the regular schoo! and introduced 
the subject of this artiele. First exacting a 
promise that his name should not be printed, 
he consented to talk, Did you,” he asked 
the reporter, did you ever see the code 
which governs regular physicians 2” 

The reporter said he would be glad to be 
enlightened, and the physician submitted a 
copy of the Code of Medical Ethics.” It 
treats of the duties of physicians to Their 
patients ; obligations of patients to 
their physicians; duties for the sup 
port of professional character; professional

IN REGARD TO CONSULTATIONS. 
The last-mentioned section has such direct 
bearing upon the subject under discussion 
that it is given entire, as follows: 

A regular medical education furnishes the 
only presumptive evidence of professional abil- 
ities and acquirements, and ougbt to be the only 
aeknowledged right of an individual tot ex- 
ercise und honors of bis profession. Nevérthe- 
less, us in consultations the good of the patient 
is the svle®object in view, and this 
if Often dependent on personal contidence. 
No intelligent regular practitioner who has a 
liceuse tu practice from some medical board of 
known and acknowledged respectability, recog - 
nized by this association, and who is in good 
moral and professional standing in the place in 
which he resides, should be fastidiously ex- 
cluded from fellowship, or his aid refused in 
consultation when it is requested by the patient. 
But no one can be considered as a regular prac- 
toner ora fit associate in consultation whose 
practice ts based on ap exclusive dogma, to the 
rejection of the accumuiated experience of the 
profession, and of the aids actually furnished 
by anatomy, physiology, pathology, and organic 
chemistry.

It is impossible for any 
intelligent or comprehensive scheme 01 
practice to be devised by any two men, one of 
whom excludes certain agents from his plan 
of practice. For instance. Mr. Smith is ill 
and Dr. A, homeopath, is called. Mr. Smith 
grows no better fast, and Dr. LB, regular, is 
wanted in consultation. Can he go? He 
might suggest the use of agents and, means 
. Dr. A would be forced to reject, 

ence —4 utter futility of reaching any 
agreement. I have no personal feeling in 
this matter at all; it is not a question of pro- 
fessional or personal jealousy. Suppose Mr. 
Smith, alarmed at 
iuinister and his friends go out to summon a 
man ot God. One brings in a Catholic priest 
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and the other fetches a Methodist preacher. 
Those two divines are called upon to settle 
Mr. Dying Smith’s spiritual troubles, Of 
course they can’t agree, and Mr. Smith and 
his friends are dissatisfied.” ' 

“But, Doctor, I happen to know of cases 
where regular physicians have consulted 
with homeopaths.’ 

The exceptions to the rule are exceeding- 
ly rare, sub rosa and surreptitious.”

“That matter is left to the local medical 
societies.”

“No; the matter is generally left to the 
sense of propriety—the good sense of the 
physician.’’ 

Another regular practitioner who has been 
many years in this city said: “ The medical 
science of the present day is neither a creed 
nor a bundle of dogmas, but it is all that 
partof the domain of general science that 


functions of the human body in health and 
disease, aud of those agents and influences 
capable of modifying such structures and 
functions. Legitimate medicine is inherent- 
ly and necessarily liberal, neither Knowing 
nor recognizing creeds, sects, or isms. Her 
field is as broad as the domain of human 
knowledge and the existence of human 
sulfering. Whoever chooses to enter that 
field under the simple title of Doctor of Med- 
icine enjoys the most perfect liberty of 
thought and action. He selects remedies 
and applies them according to his best judg- 
ment. Ile gives any dose which he thinks 
is best calculated to help the patient. Con- 
sequently he is in shape to meet and consult 
with all who are pursuing the same calling 
on the same broad platform. But when a 
man adopts a special and exclusive principle 
or dogina for his guidance, whether it be the 
law ot similars or * attenuations,’ or a par- 
ticular remedy or class of remedies for the 
cure of all diseases, he becomes of necessity, 
EXCLUSIVE AND ILLIBEBAL 
By adopting his special creed and a distinct- 
ive name in accordance therewith, he severs 
himself from the great body of practitioners, 
anc literally notifies the world by the title he 
assumes that his practice is regulated by the 
exclusive dognia indicated in such title. He 
cannot be liberal enough to meet other phy- 
sicians on the opén field of therapeutic in- 
auiry, without belying his title and placing 
himself in the attitude ot a dissembler or 
hypocrit. The distinctive title he assumes 
must either express his honest convictions 
concerning the proper method of practice, or 
it becomes a standing lie to the public. Such 
aman gives his whole influence to the crea- 
tion and maintenance of a seet or party whieh 
serves to distract public attention, create 
false impressions concerning the nature of 
the profession, and to interfere with all proper 
and just le islation on medical and sanitary 
interests. ‘The homeopath voluntarily fenees 
himself within a narrow inclosure of his 
own construction. Neither the interests of 
humanity, the cause of true science, nor the 
honor of the profession require any phy- 
sician to climb over, creep through, or crawl 
under the fence he has thus erected, to con- 
sult with him forany purpose whatever. If 
followers of exclusive schools or their 
patrons wish for cousultations, let them drop 
their distinctive names, come ott of thé@ir 
self-constructed narrow pen, and take their 
place on the common platform of medical 
science simply as Doctors of Medicine and 
honorable men.“ 

“Do 1 consult with homeopathic physi- 
cians Y’ asked another regular physician, 
repeating the reporter’s question. No, sir. 
If you are siek and eall a homeopath, all 
right; bur if you want me you must first dis- 
charge your other medical attendant. Now 
there isa 
GREAT DEAL OF UNNECESSARY AGITATION 
of this question of medical consultations. 
Why, sir. put this down as a fact: There is 
in Chicago today but one physician who 
practices homeopathy pure and simple, ac- 
cording to the father of that creed, Dr. 
Hahnemann. There is not a so-called 
homeopathic practitioner in the city who 
doesn’t give duinine it he wants to. Such 
being the case, and these men being obliged 
to go Out of their straight-laced creed for 
remedies, homeopathy is a fraud. It 
is very rarely that there is ciash- 
ing in the matter of consultations. 
It a man who is taken sick calls a homeo- 
path it implies a faith inhomeopathy. What 
does such a man want of a regular physician? 
Ile can change his opinion, but then what 
does he want of a homeopath ?’’ 

One of the ablest physicians connected 
with a leading medical college said: ** The 
code of ethics is the only thing that binds 
men together in this profession. ‘it is really 
based on the Golden Rule; that is about all. 
There are homeopaths and homoepaths: the 
word allopath we disclaim.

THE PART OF A MAN. 
In regard to calling a consultation I set 
my faee against it, not that these men are not 
entitled to some consideration, but because 
they are educated to reject certain agencies 
which I know can be helpfully employed. 
It an educated physician says, I will waive 
my dogma,’ we meet him cheerfully. About 
this whole matter there is great cry and little 
wool. It was poor Ned Sothern who toid 
the story of the tailnot being ableto wag 
the dog. in this scare on the subject of con- 
sultations between the two schools the point 
is treshly made that the tail can’t wag the 
dog. ‘There are in this State 5,596 physicians, 
or one to each 550 of the population. Of this 
number there are not 400 homeopaths. Com- 
pared with the progress which the regular 
school is making, the homeopaths are alinost 
ata standstill. Look at the matter from a 
common-sense standpoint: We claim that 
in order to cure the sick—mind you, to cufe 
them—we can employ any agency in Nature. 
They say We must not use this, that, and the 
other. Surely we haven’t been practicing all 
these centuries for nothing. But the strong- 
est indictments against the alleged homeo- 
paths is the giaring fact that they

for remedies. They are not sincere. They 
discover that our remedies do the work, and 
they use them just as freely as they please, 
but sail all the time under false colors. If 
the inner facts could be reached it would be 
found that thousands of the cures which are 
credited to homeopathy are effected with 
medicines which Hahnemann never used or 
sanctioned. You can’t blamea regular phy- 
sician for being vexed sometimes when he 
knows that a patient has been taken from 
him by a professed homeopath and cured by 
medicines which homéopathy regards as 
poisonous to the human system.” 

One of the most noted surgeons in Chicago, 
a regular practitioner, said: ‘*Homopathy, 
per se, is a fraud. Respectable physicians 
will have nothing to do with fraud.” 

*Do you draw the line rigidly in surgical 
cases? 

No. for surgery is surgery anywhere, and 
the knife of the homopath hurts just as 
much as the knife of the regular physician.

Mrs. Pierce Secures a Good Verdict. 

The jury in the sewer-poison case of Georgi- 
anna Pierce against James Gibson, C. C. Web- 
ster, E. M. Snow, and H. C. Morey, before Judge 
Anthony, yesterday returned a verdict in favor 
of the plaintiff for $1,100. This was a suit to ro- 
cover $10,000 damages of the defendants for 
renting to ber the premises No. 474 West Ran- 
dolph street when it was in an uninBabitabie 
condition. She ciaimed the house was full of 
sewer-gas all the time, so that she was taken 
sick and was obliged to break up ber busimess 
and keeping house. Gibson owned the proper- 
ty. Webster was Gibson's general agent, and 
Morey & Snow the real-estate men who rented 
the property. The jury acquitted Webster and 
Gibson, but found Morey & Saow guilty. 


Allen’s City Dispatch Meets a Sudden 
Death. 

The private post-office scheme of Edward 
Allen has come to a sudden and mournful end. 
Last November Alleu started out with a private 
local express, called “Allen’s City Dispaton,“ 
which was formed for the purpose of distribut- 
ing letters and small parcels within the city for 
very low rates; in fact, about the same rates as 
the postal service charged. His business was 
quite profitable, and he employed nearly a score 
of carriers. He also used postage-stam ps, which 
he sold to his patrons, bearing the words, Al- 
len's City Dispatch. 1 cent.” Similar schemes 
were started in other cities, but the postal au- 
thorities soon dropped on them. Al- 
len, however, seemed to bear a charmed 
life bere, notwithstanding repeated articies 
in the daily papers suggesting mat he wus in- 
fringing governmental prerogatives. At last 
the pressure becume too great, and yesterday 
an information was filed against Allen in the 
United States District Court under Sec, 3,082 of 
the Kevised Statutes of the United States, 
which specifically forbid the prosecution of any 
such euterprise under a fine of $150. Alien, 
when his attention was called to the law, claimed 
he was innocent of any ivtention of wrong-do- 
ing. When the information was tiled, however, 
he pleaded guilty, and Judge Blodgett fined him 
$150 and costs, which was paid.

The reason an enlist- 
ment is insisted upon is the 
men become 80 disgusted with the 
service that they want to do anything 
rather than remainin it. To be treated like 
adogfor the sake of being harrowed into 
the most superficial knowledge of science is 
more than a human being with any self-re- 
spect will submit to. The officers do not 
wants scientists, but men to do routine work 
for their benefit, and the military codes en- 
forced are believed to be most effective in re- 
moving all objectionable spirit and thought 
from the men under their direction. These

NEW NAVAL TRAINING STATION,

Wasainerton, D. C., Feb. 15.—[Specia!.}— 
Hiscock, Chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee, said this evening that he may ask 
the House to finish the Legislative bill to- 
morrow. He deemed it important to send 
it to the Senate immediately. Proba biy 
within two or three days the Appropriations 
Committee will ask the House to lay aside 
the Tariff bill and proceed as rapidly as pos- 
sible with theremaining appropriation bills.

lation by this Congress are extremely dubious. 
PERSISTENT BUT FRUITLESS ATTEMPTS OF 

THE SENATORS TO PRACTICALLY DOUBLE 

THE DUTY ON METALS~—THE HOUSE p- 

CUSSES THE SUGAR QUESTION FOR A DAY’S 

WORK. 

WasHineTon, D. C., Feb. 15.—[Special.]— 
The Senate spent the day in a fruitless en- 
dea vor to increase the duty on iron-ore. Et- 
forts were made to place the duty at double 
the present rate. They failed. Successive 
efforts to fix the rate at 75 and 60 cents also 
failed. Finally, after numerous attempts to 
alter the metal schedule in other directions, 
it was put over until tomorrow, at the re- 
quest of Senator Sherman, he making the 
rather ominous suggestion that he has a 
number of additional amendments to offer 
th the entire metal schedule. This, 
undoubtedly, is affirmative evidence 
of the dissatisfaction which exists among 
those representing the iron interest at the ex- 
isting metal schedule in the Senate, and con- 
firms the reports of great dissatisfaction on 
the part of the iron-men expressed in the 
Republican caucus. Van Wyck, in the de- 
bate, referred to this when he said that the 
representatives of the iron interest had 
threatened to vote against the bill unless the 
iron schedule could be amended to their 
satisfaction. The whole metal schedule is 
still an open question, Conger having entered 
a motion to reconsider the vote by which the 
dut¥ of 60 cents on tiron-ore was 
voted down, and Sherman having 
given notice of additional amendments. 
The failure of the Senate to increase the 
duty on iron-ore indicates a hitch in the log- 
rolling combination which was made to in- 
crease the duty on all the items in the metal 
schedule, in order to please Sherman, Con- 
ger, Mitchell, and Sewell, and to induce 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Michigan, and New 
Jersey to vote for the bill. The delay and 
dicker changed a good many votes, but not 
enough. Three weeks ago, for instance, the 
Senate voted down a proposition to fix the 
duty on iron-ore at $1a ton by a vote of 11 yeas 
to 37 nays. ‘Today 18 yeas were cast for this 
increase to $1 a ton, which is exactly double 
the existing duty, fifty cents a ton having 
been fixed by the Tariff Commission and 
Finance Committee as the equivalent duty of 
the rem | ad valorem rate. The eighteen 
Senators who voted to double the duty on iron- 
ore Were Anthony, Blair,Cameron,of Wiscon- 
sin, Conger, Dawes, Hoar, Lapham, Logan 
McMillan, MePherson Mahone, Miller, o 
New York, Mitchell, Morrill, Sawyer, 
Sewell, Sherman, and Tabor. it is 
to be noticed that among them was 
Morrill, the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, who thus votes to double the 
duty on the first item of the metal schedule, 
which really is the basis of the whole sched- 
ule. There unquestionably would have been 
more votes for this increase but for the fear, 
broadly expressed, that it was part of a plan 
to increase every item in the metal schedule 
to correspond to the proposed doubling the 
duty on ore. The proposition to increase to 
7 cents per pound received twenty-five 
votes. The purpose. of the iron men is 
clearly indicated by statement of 
Sherman todayin debate: “ The hopes of 
the iron industry are struck right and left 
by this iron schedule, which threatens them 
with ruin.” Mr. Sherman seems to think 
that the iron men are to be ruined, among 
other things, because the duty on iron-ore is 
not exactly double the present rate, which 
was imposed asa war tax. Cheap iron-ore 
and cheap pig-iron,” he said.“ will destroy the 
industry.” At this declaration itis not to be 
wondered at that Maxey, stripping the 
situation of all its isguises, said: 
“This is no longer a Dill to raise 
revenue. From beginning to end, revenue 
is retired to the rear and protection comes to 
the front.“ Van Wyck. in one of his brisk 
bright, sharp s es, charged that the bill 
was a iog-rolling job throughout, and that 
all the circumstances connected with it 
tended to prove it. lle thought it a bill of 
mysteries and abomination. Allison broke 
loose from those who have been endeavoring 
to — thé duty on iron-ore, and insisted 
that there was no excuse for doubling this 
war duty. Mr. Allison begins to manifest 
a deal of concern at the ap- 
parent desire manifested by many Re- 
publican Senators to increase the duty 
upon so many items in the list.

LOUISIANA LOTTERY. 
It 18 NOW HAVING THINGS ALL ITs OWN 
i WAY AGAIN. 

WasuInorTon, D. C., Feb. 15.—[Special.}— 
Abouta year ago the House adopted a reso- 
lution directing the Postmaster-Gieneral to 
furnish information whether an order was 
issued by the Post-Office Department forbid- 

ing the payment of any money 
or the delivery of any registered letter to M. 
A. Dauphin or any other agent of the Louisi- 
ana Lottery Company, and directing the re- 
turn of the sameto the post-offices where 
first obtained or deposited; whether said or- 
der had been enforced, and, if so, for what 
lenath of time; whether there had been any 
su uent order suspending the first- 
nam order, and, if so, when and for 
what purpose and aiso whether the firstor 
subsequent order was then in force, 
what were the limitations affecting it. This 
resolution was referred to the Committee on 
Pest-Offices and Post-Roads.

Considering the opportunities presented 
for a flood, Chieago is in very great luck at 
this time. Only afew days ago the streets 
were blockaded by snow, and every one pre- 
dicted that should a rain come the city would 
be in danger of suffering greatdamage. And 
perhaps nothing was so potent toward pre- 
venting disaster as the general alarm thus 
created, for it resulted in the cleaning of 
gutters and openings to sewers that relieved 
the streets from surplus siush, and gave 
dryer crossings and thoroughfares than was 
thought possible under the circumstances. 
The city force of workmen did pretty good 
service in the way of opening catch-basins, 
and property-owners aided them materially 
by cutting ditches through the ice and snow 
to carry off the water. in consequence, 

THE STREETS WERE MUCH DRYER 
yesterday than on the previous day. and 
estrians were not so much embarrassed 

n their movements. 

Early in the day the tug Paddy Murphy 
took a run down the main river and broke 
the ice around the tug Commodore, which 
had been lying in close quarters below Rush 
street for some time. The two boats then 
combined their efforts and broke the heavy 
ice for a considerable distance toward the 
mouth of the stream, thereby removing all 
danger of disaster in case of a freshet. 

In the evening it was reported that a storm 
was approaching Chicago from the north- 
west, and at 1 o’clock this morning there was 
considerable thunder and lightning, with a 
fair fall of rain. 

Commissioner Cregier was more confident 
yesterday that little if any damage would be 
donein the city by water. About 150 men 
have beén set at werk in the different dis- 
tricts, and about a third of the catch-basins 
are now open and channels cut to them, so 
that the water can run off.

A Decision by the Iowa BRaltlroad Come 
missioners in Which the People Win. 
Des Motnss, Ia., Feb. 15.— [Special. — The 

Board of Railroad Commissioners this af ter- 

noon filed their decision in the case of the 

citizens of Northwood against the Central 
lowa Railroad Company, which has been be- 
fore thém for some time. The opinion is 
lengthy, but the following are the important 


points: 

The people of Northwood, in Worth Coun- 
ty, voted subscriptions and gave private 
donations to the Central Railroad Company 
of lowa to get the road to that point. Sub-

ABANDONED. 
FAST STEAMSHIP LINES GIVEN UP. 

New York, Feb. 18.—[Speclal.— The an- 
nouncement has just been made of the aban- 
donment of the plan for organizing a fast 
steamship line of American-built vessels to 
ply between this country and Great Britain, 
which excited so much attention when first 
made public about a year ago. The inten- 
tion was to have vessels start from Fort Pond 
Bay, at the easterly end of Long Island, and 
goto Milford Haven. Passengers were to 
be conveyed in swift express trains from 
New York to Fort Pond Bay, aad from Mil- 
ford Haven to London, and the trip 
between New York and London was 
to occupy less than six days. Special 
features of the plan were that no steerage 
passengers or freight should be carried, and 
that the steamships, whith were to be of 
steel, should be built and equipped in this 
country. The line was to begin with three 
vessels. After the first announcements the 
project was pushed for a while with vigor, 
and even until very recently it was supposed 
to be still under way. 

Speaking of the causes of the abandonment 
of the plan, Mr. Jacob Lorillard, who was 
its originator, said to a reporter of the Times 
today: When the American Express Line 
was first projected we thought the dispusi- 
tion of Congress was to aid American ship- 
ping, and that the best * of assistance 
would be to help establish the finest steam - 
ship line in the world, and we had reason to 
believe that we should be able to et- 
fect a mail contract h the Government. 
The contract we proposed to make was that 
the Government should pay us a certain 

ivered on the

they were not delivered within six days, and 
nothing at all if they were not delivered 
within seven days. We also offered to carry 
American Consuls and American Govern- 
ment ofticials on Government business free 
of charge.

I— After in- 
numerable rumors and endless speculation 
concerning its disposition, it was finally an- 
nounced today that Booth’s Theatre had been 
sold, Mr. James D. Fish, President of the 
Marine Bank, being its purchaser. Mr. Fish 
stated that it was true that he had purchased 
the property.

A TWICE-TOLD TALE.

The 
custom-house officers were somewhat puzzled 
to know how the men who investigated the 
matter arrived at the value of the diamonds 
so quickly, and by what authority they ac- 
cepted 87.000.

DEMOCRATS AND THE Tar. 

The Democratic party has posed before the 
country for several years as 4 revénue-Te- 
form party. “A tariff for revenue only” 
has been the catech-word of its platforms. 
Judging from its professions and promises, 
the country has had the right to expect a 
uniform and persistent advocacy of tariff re- 
duction to a revenue standard from that 
party. But whenever occasion has presented 
itself for practical work in the direction of 
revenue reform the Democrats in Congress 


have been found divided and lukewarm. . 


During the six years of Democratic ascend- 
ency ifi Congress no measure was matured 
for remodeling the ultra-oppressive war 
tariff. During the first session of the pres- 
ent Congress the Democratic eaucyis meas- 
ure for reduction of taxation was the total 
repeal of the whisky and tobacco taxes, leav- 
ing ‘the beastly tariff on the necessaries of 
life out of consideration altogether. Finally, 
during the present discussion of a new tariff 
in both the Senate and the House, the Demo- 
erats have been either indifferent or else 
ranged on the side of the protected bosses 
and against the interests of the people. 

In the House the Democratic program has 
been simply dog-in-the-manger obstructive. 
The Democratic influence on the Ways and 


Means Committee has apparently been in 


favor of maintaining a high war tariff on the 
people. In the open House, where the Dem- 
ocrats control so nearly oné-half the votes 
that they can determine the fate of every 
proposition not strictly partisan, they have, 
with a few exceptions, shown no desire, no 
earnestness, for reform of tariff taxation. 
The policy of the party as a Whole has been 
to hold back, without reference to the neces- 
sities or interests of the people, in order at 
the last to defeat the projected tariff, what- 
ever it may prove to be, by objections and de- 
jays. There has been neither frank opposi- 
tion to the changes proposed nor outspoken 
sugeestion of changes which ought to be 
made, but simple indifference based upon no 
higher purpose than that of defeating any 
and every measure for tariff reform and tax 
reduction whieh may originate in a Repub- 
lican Congress. 

The votes of Democrats in the Senate on the 
various amendments looking to relief of the 
people reveal the insincerity of the Demo- 
eratic Senators in regard to tariff reform. 
When lumber was placed on the free list in 
the Committee of the Whole there was but 
one Democratic vote against it. When the 
amendment came up in open Senate, where 
it was to be finally decided, six Democrats 
voted against free lumber and twenty-one 
skulked. When a third effort was made for 
free lumber Tor dwellings, fences, posts, etc., 
ten Democrats voted against the millions of 
farmers and artisans in the interest of a syn- 
dicate of lumber bosses. If the question had 
been brought up many times more nearly the 


entire Democratic side of the Senate would 


have been arrayed against free pine 
lumber for the people of the treeless 
States. Democratic Senators have turned 
Up as advocates of protection in every case 
where local interests were involved. Jonas, 
of Louisiana, is an advocate of a 50 per cent 
tax on sugar. Hampton, of South Carolina, 
believes in 100 per cent tax on the consumers 
of rice. Vest, of Missouri, wants a high tax 
for zine-mines. Vance, of North Carolina, 
regards the growing of peanuts and the man- 
ufacture of, turpentine as “infant indus- 
tries. Bayard, of Delaware, is arank pro- 
tectionist when it comes to the match-tax on 
the people. Davis and Camden, of West Vir- 
ginia, howl fora tax on the consumers of 
coal, Davis himself owning a coal-mine. 
McPherson, of New Jersey, clamors for more 
tax on pottery and silk for the factory bosses 
of his State. Voorhees has De Pauw’s New 
Albany glass-works within his bailiwick, 
which he conceives it to be his duty to enrich 
at the expense of the people. George of Mis- 
sissippi, Gorman of Maryland, Williams of 
Kentucky, and several others have special in- 
terests to promote at the expense of the gen- 
eral welfare. But this is not all. These sham 
Democratic “revenuereformers ” cannot 
“ protect” their own special interests or those 
of individual constituents by merely voting for 
high tariff when their own specialities come 
up. They find it necessary to vote for all 
other robberies in order to secure support for 
their own. They trade and barter with all 
the other plunder representatives, and the 
principle of revenue reform is shelved for 
campaign uses. 

If the present Congress shall adjourn with- 
out agreeing upon any tariff reducing taxes, 
or if a series of tariff Schedules shall be 
adopted which offer little if any imuprove- 
ment over thé prevailing enormous rates of 
duty, the result will be the fault of the Dem- 
octratic pretenders in Congress as well as the 
Republican agents of the protected bosses, 
aiid will show that it is not lofty principle 
but dishonest interest—not the general good 
but local and individual advantage—not the 
professions of either party but the deceptions 
in both parties—which are responsible for the 
maintenance of the high tariff. 

Tun explanation in our Washington dis- 
patches of the bill prepared by Assistant- 
Secretary Frénch to facilitate the exporta- 
tion of Whisky is not satisfactory. The pro- 
vision for relanding spirits that have been 
taken out for export is obviously meant to 
guard against fraudulent reimportation, and 
not to take away the right that now exists of 
bringing back articles of American manu- 
facture without the payment of duty, pro- 
vided they are still in the original packages. 
This latter is a general provision whose op- 
eration is of great and legitimate benefit to 
American manufacturers. It is not likely

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of the tariffs proposed by the Senate Com- 
mittee and the Ways and Means Committee 
is the number of changes in rates from ad 
valorem to specific. One of the very 
rules ot taxation is that, other things 
eqial, methods of laying taxes should be left 
unchanged. Business and industry adjust 
themselves slowly and with difficulty to va- 
riations of assessment. When once adjusted 
these delicate relations should be as far as 
possible left undisturbed. Why bas this 
plain dictate of commen sense been disre- 
garded in these proposed tariffs? The an- 
swer opens upone of the most cunning of 
protectionist tricks. 

The changes we refer to are numerous, 
and affect the most important articles in the 
tariff. Glycerine is changed from 30 per 
cent to two cents a pound, or five cents, ac- 
cording to quality; phosphotus from 20 per 
cent to 10 cents a pound; sumac from 10 per 
cent to halt a cent a pound, an advance of 
about 100 per cent; burnt starch from 10 per 
cent to two and a half cents a pound; bottles 
from 20 per cent to one and a halt cents a 
pound; iron-ore from 20 per cent to 30 cents 
a ton; tagger’s iron from 30 per cent to one 
and nine-tenths cents a pound; cotton- ties 
from 35 per cent to one and four-tenths cents 
a pound; shotguns from 35 per cent to $5, 
or $15, or 80 each; corks from 30 per cent 
to 25 cents a pound: andso forth, all through 
the list. 

A twotold purpose lies behind these 
changes. In such cases as those of corks, 
bottles, cotton-ties, sumac, shotguns, ete., 
the intention was to eoncea! the fact that the 
pretense of reduction cloaked the swindle of 
increase. In the ease of the shotguns this 
disguised increase amounted to 900 per cent 
on the cheaper grades for the benefit of six 
manufacturing corporations. 

But this fraud is shallowness itself in com- 
parison with the deeper purpose for which 
in all possible cases the Ways and Means 
Committee has substituted specific for ad- 
valorem taxes. Inasmuch as competition, 
and patents, and abbreviations of old process- 
es are continually lowering the prices of im- 
ported manufactures, a specific tax gives a 
constantly increasing protection. When steel 
rails were $84 a ten in England, as they were 
butafew years ago, our duty of $28 a ton 
amounted to but 83 per cent on that figure. 
But now, with steel rails worth but $25 in 
England, our tax has risen to 110 per cent on 
the cost of manufacture. Lf the Pennsylva- 
nia self-protectionists had made the mistake 
of imposing an ad-valorem taxon steel rails 
in the first place the tax would have falien as 
the price fell, and with English rails at $30 


per cent, to only $9, instead of, as it is, $25 a 
ton. Similarly with pig-iron. The present 
duty of $17 a ton is a much higher rate than 
when it was first imposed. Bothin England 
and America the new methods, such as the 
hot-air blast, have eheapened the cost of 
manufacture. But as the prices have gone 
down the tax has gone up. 

This is a flagrant instance of the breaches 
of promise in which the protectionists habit- 
ually indulge. They pledge themselves that 
if “a little tax” is accorded to “giye them 
a start” they will soon be independent of 
help, and the duty can be gradually reduced 
to nothing. But instead of growing beauti- 
fully less, as promised, their taxes keep 
growing horribly latger. The Ways and 
Means Committee under the dictation of the 
protectionists have increased the taxes on us 
for iron, glass, wool, cotton, steel—all the 
Penusylvania infants. And they have re- 
modeled the method of assessment, as 
shown, so that the specific duties act auto- 
matically to increase the tax as the cost de- 
creases. 

‘The protectionist manufacturers buy from 
the foreign inventors the Bessemer pa 
tents, and the Siemens gas patents, and 
the various new improvements that come 
out. Then they form rings in this country 
to which their use is restricted. They are 
fortified thus by their patents from domestic 


competition. If thereis anything your Penn- 
sylvania infant of the ninéteenth century is 
afraid of it is competition. But the farmer 
has to sell all his products in the face of the 
competition of the world. The labore? has 
to stand the competition of foreign immi- 
grants. Why shouid not the capitalist man- 
ufacturer submit to competition? At any 
rate it is a shame that he can intrigue suc 
cessfully with Congress to have duties levied 
s0 that the tax on his consumers inéreases 
just in proportion to the march of improve- 
ments and inventions that ought to lessen it.

The history of the Isabella Mining Com- 
pany, or, as it was called after its reorganiza- 
tion, the Globe Mining Company, has aroused 
considerable excitement in the Methodist de- 
nomination all ever the country, besides oc- 
casioning a good deal of bad feeling at the 
East, where the rotten concern was warmly 
advocated by the official organ of the chureh, 
edited by Drs. Fowler and De Puy, who were 
stockholders. Dr. Newman, though, we be- 
lievé, at present he is not a Methodist, has 
stated to a reporter of the New York Herald 
that he is convinced that “there is a large- 
sized Ethiopian in the fence who has not yet 
been dragged to light.”

CHICAGO'S NATURAL ADVANTAGES. 

Chicago has suffered from one great dis- 
aster—the fire of 1871—but aside from that 
this community. has been singularly free 
from visitations and accidents, In the time 
of blizzards and storms which sweep over the 
Western prairies Chicago enjoys an imm uni- 
ty which has come to be regarded as certain. 
When floods come jn the springtime, which 
bring great joss and suffering now upon one 
and again upon another of the river towus. 
Chicago goes free. Thete is searcely a re- 
mote danger ot a serious flood at this point; 
the worst that can happen is the backing up 
of the water Into the sewers and the flooding 
of a few cellars and basements, though even 
this inconvenience is generally avoided. 
When a cold wave sweeps actoss the 
country in winter it rarely tarries in Chiea- 
go more than two or three days, and does 
not strike terror and deal out destruction as 
it does to communities further South. The 
„heated spells in summer are, as a rule, of 
no longer duration, and relief comes 
through the lake or prairie winds. 
Chicago seems to be in no danger 
from the elements except as its inhab- 
itants neglect the common safeguards which 
prudence réquires. The location of this city 
assures exemption from plague and disaster 
so long as the people take ordinary sanitery 
precautions. The prevailing winds are 
purifying and health-giving, and at the same 
time the broad expanse of the lake on one 
side and the vast prairie on the other dissi- 
pate their power for damage. The danger 
from fire has been reduced to the minimum 
by the maintenance of the law forbidding 
the erection of frame buildings within the 
city limits and of a fire department of the 
highest efficiency. With the increase of 
wealth and the growth of intelligence, there 
are signs of a wider interest than formerly 
in the condition of the tenements, and in the 
drainage and ventilation of residences. There 
is no need for special protection against 
flood, storm, and pestilence, as in so many 
other of the large cities of this country and 
Europe. All this is said without any pur- 
pose to boast, and certainly with no inten- 
tion of gloating over the trials which other 
communities are now undergoing, but sim- 
ply to remind Chicago people of the abun- 
dant reasons they have to be thankful for 
their advantages, and to suggest to others 


one important and permanent feature of Chi- 


cago’s.prosperity. 


Con@reEss is so busy taxing coal, matches, 
books, lumber, Darbed-wire, tin-plate, and 
copper that it has no intellectual energy left 
for the needs of the Board of Health. A 
Washington dispatch states that the efforts 
of Dr. Rauch, of Chicago, to obtain àn ap- 
propriation for immigrant inspection and for 
general sanitary purposes meet with little 
attention and no encouragement. Of course 
not. There is no plunderinit. The House. 
Appropriations Committee especially shows, 
very strong opposition to any such appropri- 
ation. This committee has a River and Har- 
bor bill all worked out ready to be sprung on 
the House in the first lull in the tariff carni- 
val, but it will not touch a measure that 
wants only a few thousand dollars for the 
general good. Millions for contractors and 
logrollers, but not a cent for human life, is 
its motto. We can tell Dr. Rauch that his 
chances are very slim with a Congress 
that is so stupid and corrupt as to tax warmth, 
light, mins, and rainfall—all in one day’s 
Session. Such a body is not likely to think 
it of much consequence that small-pox, chol- 
era, yellow-fever, and other pauper epidem- 
ics remain on the free list. What they want 
to keep out of the United States are not the 
things that will hurt us and perhaps kill us, 
consignments of death from the foreign man- 
ufactories of disease, but those thas will 
warm us, like coal, or will give us light, like 
matches, or will quicken the general intelli- 
gone, like books, or save our forests and 
with them the future arability of the soil of 
America. Dr. Rauch is on the wrong side. 
Instead of suppressing disease in this coun- 
try, he should oultivate it. It he will get 
Powers and Weightman, of Philadelphia, the 
quinine monopolists, and Gov. Blackburn, of 
Kentucky, who made some studies in the 
culture of disease during the late war for the 
benefit of the North, to go into partnership 
with him to establish an American manu- 
factory of small-pox, yellow-fever, and chol- 
era, he will have no difficulty at all in get- 
ting help from Congress to keep out the for- 
eign articles.

THE BONAPARTES. 

Lonxpon, Feb. 15.—The Times publishes an 
authoritative statement regarding the inter- 
view Tuesday between the ex-Empress 
Eugénie and Prince Jerome Napoleon, which, 
it says, has cleared up some private misun- 
derstandings existing between the er- 
Empress and the Prince, and led to a formal 
recognition of the latter as the head of the 
Bonaparte family. The ex-Empress was not 
called upon to express an opinion regarding 
her kinsman’s general policy, and could not 
consistently with the line of policy adopted 
by her while sojourning in Great Britain do 
more than assure her cousin of her best 
wishes for any constitutional action he may 
tal toward bringing, about a plebiscite. The 
recent visit of the Empress to Paris was a 
mark of sympathy with Prince Napoleon on 
account of his illegal arrest, and not of 
respect for the views of his manifesto. 
She disclaims participation in any unlawful 
or clandestine enteprise against the Repub- 
lic. The Prince, on his part, states that if 
the popular vote should pronounce for a Re- 
public be should bew to it. The Republic 
has never yet, he says, polled a clear major- 
ity of the registered elections, and it is there- 
fore governing merely by virtue of popular 
apathy. If the Prince is banished he wiil 
come to London. He has no intention of 
abdicating his position in favor of his son.

RICHARD WAGNER. 
SOMEWHAT FULLER PARTICULARS OF THE 
DEATH OF THE MUSICIAN. 

Paris, Feb. 14.— [Special Cable.]~—Tele- 
graphic dispatches from Venice bring details 


of the last hours of Richard Wagner. He lived 


on the second étage of the Palais Vendremini 
on the Grand Canal, belonging formerly to 
the Duchess de Berry. Wagner suffered 
from heart-disease and asthmatic attacks, 
and the recent bad weather affected him un- 
favorably. Tuesday was very gloomy, and 
Wagner had ordered his gondola for 3 
o'clock, intending to take his customery 
promenade on the Grand Canal. As he was 
about to leave, he was attacked by 
a fit of asthma. He murmured: “I feel 
very bad,” and fainted away. He was 
carried to his bed, and Dr. Kepler, his phy- 
sician, was sent for and came immediately. 
He found Wagner insensible in the arms of 
his wife, who delleved the composer had 
fallen asleep. The Doctor found the heart’s 
action very light, but decreasing. All efforts 
to delay the end were vain, and Wagner died 
surrounded by his wife, his four girls, and 
his favorit boy Siegfried. He died at 4 
o'clock very peacefully. The body will be 
transported to Bayreuth. The date is not 
known yet. There will be funeral cere- 
monies at Venice, which will be attended by 
deputations from the musical societies of 
Germany and Austria. Universal grief pre- 
vails in Germany, and the King of Bavaria 
was greatly overcome on hearing the news 


of the death of his great friend.

CHINA. 

SAN Francisco, Feb. 15.—The steamship 
City of Tokio arrived from China this after- 
noon. She encountered heavy gales and 
rough seas. 

Hone Kone, Jan. 17.—An armed 
force of several hundred men landed 
Dec. 20 at Amoy from two German 
frigates, and seized from the Chinese 
authorities certain wares manufactured 
by a German firm in Amoy, and contiseated 
by the Chinese, who alleged that the manu- 
factures are not permitted by the treaty. 
The Germans allege that the confiscation was 
illegal, and claim a full right to manufacture. 
Thisis the second recent occasion when 
German ships of war have taken peremptory 
action to redress grievanees independently 
of diplomatic agencies,

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 19.—Situated on 
an eminence some two miles or so outside 
Peru, on the line of the Bosphorus, and quite 
three from Stamboul, stands Yildiz Kiosk, 
the palace of the Sultan among all other 
imperial residences, in right of his Majesty’s 
preference. built originally as a summer 
retreat, and as its name implies to serve as 
an observatory also for watching the stars, 
Yildiz until the present reign bad no exist- 
ence for the outside world, and locally 
was only known as a place where 
Abdul Aziz had housed a ~porton 
of his deceased brother’s family on 
succeeding him in the possession of the 
throne. The strategic position of Yildiz was 
no doubt its chief merit in the Sultan’s eyes 
in choosing it as his permanent residence. 
The predominating idea in his Majesty’s 
mind on coming to the throne was the neces- 
sity of providing against similar cou 
as those by which his uncle and bro 
been removed from it.

THE SENATE. 
SOME INTERESTING COMMITTEE REPORTS. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 15.—[Special.|—When 
the bars were let down at this morning's session 
of the Senate the Secretary's desk was speedily 
covered with bills reported back from various 
committees. The Revenue Committee recom- 
mended the passage of Whitney's bill imposing 
a tax of I per cent on the gross receipts of tele- 
graph companies, aud of Needies’ bill to pro- 
vide for enforcing a lien for taxes upon reaity 
by foreclosure. 

Pool-selliag and bling got a heavy dose. 
The Committee on Miscellany recommended the 
passage of Condec’s bill to probibit pool-selling, 
while Hereiey’s bill on the same subject also 
came back with a favorable report from the 
Committee on Municipalities. 

The latter committee also reported favorably 
on Hereley’s bill to wipe out gambling by tixing 
heavy penalties therefor, and on Cleonan’s bill 
to regulate the gas business and to 0x the 
charges for illuminating gas. 

PROPOSED LEGISLATION. 


The Committee on Warehouses, in response to 
the 1 presented from the Chicago Board 
of Trade, introduced a bill to fix the compensa- 
tion of the members of the Committee on Ap- 
peals of the Board of Trade at $2,500 per an- 
num.

AMENDING INDICTMENTS. 

The Senate proceedings, as reported up to 
date, gave a portion of the debate on Senator 
Morris’ bill allowing State’s- Attorneys to amend 
technical errors in criminai indictments before 
proceeding to a trial and preventing the quash- 
ing of a criminal indictment by reason of such 
errors or because it does not charge the 
offense in the literal language of the statute. 
That venerabie expounder of the et eee 
Senator Archer, of Pike, opposed the bill. say 
that it would be dangerous to wipe out one of the 
oid familiar landmarks of criminal practice, as 

roposed. The bill, he claimed, took away powers 
— to the grand jury and violated the Bill 
of Rights. It would interfere with the rights of 
the accused, and he believed it would be uncon- 
stituuonal if enacted into law. 

THE CRIMINAL LAWYER'S GUILD. 

Senator Rinehart entered his protest against 
the slurs cast on criminal lawyers for opposing 
changes in the criminal laws, and the charge 
that they were act in the interest of crim- 
mals. As a matter of fact, it was to the interest 
of criminal lawyers to cut off every avenue of 
escape for the criminal, which would put 
a high price on skilled legal talent. 
because the criminai would recognize the great- 
er danger of conviction. The Legisiature could 
not afford to organize the courts on the side of 
the prosecution, which would be the practical 
effect of this and — — proposed measures. 
It was said that Stafe’s-Attorneys made mis- 
takes, but the Senator was opposed to “ legis- 
lating sense into anybody.” 

PITCHED ON THE OLD KEY. 

Senator Clark expressed the opinion that the 
ery for changes in the criminal code did fot 
come from sober, thinking minds, but from men 
who believed criminal lawyers to be mainly 
shysters. The courts of IIlinois bad from the 
first, until lately, been almost free even from 
newspaper criticism, and their decisions were 
read with respect everywhere. it was not the 
fault of the law that criminals wegt unpunished 
or delayed conviction. Nor as it the 
fault of the lawyers, for they never got 
such good fees as when conviction was almost 
certa:n. The Senator believed the bill uoconsti- 
tutional. It was proposed to allow the State's- 
Attorney tochange an indictment after it bad 
been returned into court by the grand jury as a 
true bill. This could not be done. Indictments 
did not rest upon the statute alone but upon the 
common law of right and wrong. The com- 
plaints made were not chargeable to the present 
laws, but grew out of the fact that officials aid 
not understand bow to enforce the laws. 

MORRIS’ BLAST. 

Senator Morris vigorously defended his bill 
from tbe attacks made upon it. He said it was 
a libel on the intelligence of the present day to 
assert that the existing laws could not be im- 
proved upon, and that the defects fouud by ex- 
r to exist could not be corrected. The 

ill did not take away any rights from the ac- 
cused, but simply allowed the court and 
State’s-Attorney to put an indictment in 
form. It ad been ohn that 
this proposed change came from a narrow mind. 
but what, be asked, could be more narrow than 
to stand by the rules of antiquity and refuse to 
make an evident improvement? If it Was de- 
sired to make the law certain, this bill would 
produce that certainty, and that without in- 
fringing on the rights of the individual. The 
Senater concluded by appealing to the pro- 
gressive minds of the Senate, to those in favor 
of saving expense to the peopie, and to those in 
favor of hastening the conviction of criminals 
to stand by this measure, which could not do any 
harm, if it did not do any good. 

THE PEOPLE HEARD FROM. 

The roll-cail on the motion to strike out the 
ine 7 clause of the bill was defeated by a 
vote o i= 14, pays Il. Sucha decisive vote 
indicated that, while some Senators may have 
voted in the negative because they objected to 
killing a bill in the violent manner proposed, the 
measure bad more than a majority in its favor

THEY FLY TOO HIGH. 

Among the new bills introduced today was an 
extremely voluminous one by Senator Bell, pro- 
posing a number of radical changésin the law 
governing the election of Justices and Con- 
stubles. In this measure the Senator poses 
to give each county three Justices to start with 
and one more for each 12,000 of population over 
20,000. Tuis would largely reduce the present 
numberof Justices.

A MISSOURI TOWN. 

The Characteristics of a Peculiar Peo- 
ple—Scenes in the Court-Room 
—The Somnolent Law- 
yer and Stumpy 
Sheriff. 


CHICAGO, Feb, 10.—{Editor of The Tribune.]— 
The moment the stranger enters the State of 
Missouri he is conscious of coming in contact 
with a new and different class of peopie from 
those whom he has met in other parts of the 
Union. He finds himself among siouch hats, 
butternut shirts, and top-boots. In the rural 
districts he encounters many men who have no 
fancy for fine linen, no care for collars, and no 
use for vests; who wear no suspenders, and who 
go about awkwardly bitching up their pants and 
spitting tovacco-juice, talking politics, boast- 
ing about the “unpara’leled resources o 
M’souri,” and denouncing the inferiority o 
them Northern Tanks.“ 

The dialect of these odd people is as distinct- 
ively peculiar in its way as that of the average 
native of Goshen, Vt., or Cape Cod, Mass. They 
dall a chair a char.“ a pail a bucket,” tobac- 
co “t bocker,” and talk about “we uns,“ “ you 
uns,” * they uns,“ and the boss un.“ 

In nota few localities ignorance is popular, 
profanity profuse, whisky more plenty than 
water, and politics the only profession into 
which the average inhabitant enters with any 
exbibition of enthusiasm. 

“A TALE OF TWO CITIES,” 


In Missouri at the present time there are two 
representative classes of people retrogressive 
and progressive,” or, more particularly speak- 
ing, the old Bourbon Democrats, who have not 
advanced an inch in intelligence since the cage 
of Andrew Jackson, and the Northern Kepu 
lican element that bas moved into the State 
principally since tne late War for the Union. 

Those comprising the fret class are lazy, in- 
dolent, and shiftiess. They cut their wood as 
they use it, they husk their corn as they require 
it to feed their stock, they continue to cling to 
the old Southern idea that work is degrading, 
and that manual labor isa service designed by 
the Creator exclusively for white trash and 
niggers.” in consequence of this foolish and 
depiorabie sentiment they are getting poorer 
every day, they are dirty, shiftiess, ignorant, 
and fond of whisky. They support the saloon 
interest by their generous patronage, and do 
most of the shooting that has given Missouri a 
reputation that causes reputabie European im- 
migrants to seek for homes ina more congenial 
sovial atmosphere. 

Tnose of the second. representative class are 
intelligent farmers, mechanics, and business 
men, who have reasoned wisely that some one 
must do the work and carry on the commercial 
interests of the State. These peopie are mak 
money and getting rich rapidly. In several o 
the northern counties they are acquiring the 
cvntrol in polities; they are shutting up the 
saloons and erect bandsome and eubstantial 

ublic and private buildings; they are making 
issouri a civilized and enlightened State, 

1 e cannot better illustrate this idea 
than by a brief description of two towns whose 
characteristics I have closely and impartially 
studied. 

EDINA. 


Edina, the county-seat of Knox 2 7 is 
situated about as miles west of the thriving 
city of Quincy, III. It is an old town, totally des- 
titute of all pubiie spirit, and with little to rec- 
ommend it to the favorable consideration of one 
looking for a locality in which tosettle down and 
rear a family of children. 

Iltis splendidly situated in the midst of a good 
agricultural country, being built upou the sum- 
mit of a hill, from which an agreeable outlook 
in almost every direction of the surrounding 
country is obtained. Its business portion faces 
the conventional public or court-house square, 
which contains a thrifty growth of shade-trees, 
and which a little labor and expense might make 
very pleasant and attractive, but the people of 
Edina have no public pride. This square is sur- 
rounded bya rotten oid board fence and a 
cages row of hitcbing-posts, and its centre is 
defaced by a miserabie, decayed brick court- 
bouse which bas to be hooved with wooden 
stringers to keep it from tumbling down with 
its occupants asthe temple went down with 
Samson and the Philistines. Benind this mis- 
erabie edifice is a seamed and crumbling briek 
jail, already condemned by the Cirguit Judge, 
and in which, as one of the leading citizens re- 
marked, “nobody had been con‘ined for a year 
and a half,“ but be added, with a sly wink. 
—* plenty about here that ought to be in 


A GLIMPSE OF THE COURT. 

The Cirouit Court of Knox County was in ses- 
sion while I was there. The Judge, en importa- 
tion from an adjoining county, was an inptelii- 
genot, fair-minded man, and a courteous Missouri 
gentieman. He invited me to sit inside the bar. 
with the lawyers and distinguished citizens, 
where 1 had a good Ap edema | of studying the 
court and its peculiar surroundings. 

Ot the jury only two had on collars. Many 
were witbout vests, Some wore butternut shirts 
and overalls of the same yellowish-brown bue, 
tucked into the tops of heavy cow-bide boots, 
They sat upon board benches ranged along the 
wall with legs crossed, * chawin’ t backer.“ pull- 
ing their tangied beards, or twirling their siéuch 
hats or coonskin caps, and witb their eyes tirmly 
and sternly fixed upon the Judge, as if they bad 
already wade up their minds to hang or acquit 
the first culprit brought into court. 

Their faces would bave fairly frightened a 

bysiognomist, and their heads would have 

aunted a phrenologist to his dying day. 

The Judge requested the Sherilf to call the 
names of the jury to ascertain if all were pres- 
ent, and that court dignitary proceeded to obey 
instructions. When a juror failed to immedi- 
ately respond, the Sheriff rushed to a rear 
window facing a long row of dram-shops, raised 
it, and bawled out the absenjee’s name in a 
manner resembling the war- Whoop of a Win- 
nebago Indian. Then the individual summoned 
would trot out of a saloon, wiping bis mouth on 
bis coat-sleeve, ready to settie all questions of 
right and wrong, however abstruse, in the most 
impartial and conscientious manner. 

THE SHERIFF 


was a bald-headed,stumpy,and determined-look- 
ing man, with a face and beard resembling some 
of Nast’s caricatures of Horace Greeley. He 
wore a butternut shirt without a collar, a gray 
and greasy woolen coat that from its appear- 
ance had seen long and hard service, and heavy 
muddy boots. When he bad “called the jury 
he sat down on the steps of the judgment-seat 
and began to pick his suaggy teeth with his 
thumb and finger nails.

The fund and club commission-man, John 
Flemming, spent last night in the jail here, 
and took breakfast at the Caisse Mouse. At 
II o’clock he was brought before Police- 
Magistrate Dumb le for a hearing, but the 
prosecution asked that the case be continued 
until 1 o’clock, as they expected several wit- 
nesses on the train from Belleville. Some 
objection was made by Mr. Edmison, Flem- 
ming’s attorney and brother-in-law, but the 
continuance was granted. The large crowd 
that packed the court-room were greatly dis- 
appointed at the turn affairs took, as they 
had looked for a sensation. 

At the Calss House your correspon- 
dent niet Miss Flemming, the sister of 
the swindler, wno arrived here from 
Chicago this morning to see her unfortunate 
brother. She implicitly believes in his inno- 
cence, and declares that a kinder-hearted man 
never lived. His warehouse in Chicago 
needed attention, and she cameon to ask 
him to go back and look after it. It is quite 
evident she is a better man of business than 
her brother. She@said she used to bein the 
office, and urged that her name should not 
be mentioned as coming on here. 

READY TO SETTLE. 

At the train this morning, she said, a num- 
ber of Belleville kickers met ner and tried to 
work her feelings for a settlement, but she 
refused, and evidently will give additional 
backbone to Flemming. The intermission 
was improved by the Belleville people, who 
want to settleand get their money back. 
The attorney, Mr. Smith, teld Flemming that, 
if he would settle his client’s claim, he would 
see that Flemming was not prosecuted on 
any of the other claims. Flemming told your 
correspondeut that he would not give up a 
nickel. He expected a Toronto lawyer down 
in afew hours to attend to his case. The 
. advised him not to give up 
any of his money, as it would leave more for 
his victims in the United States if hedid not. 
Rumors of a settlement were floating around, 
and such a thing was looked for. 

At 1 o’clock Magistrate Dumble called the 
case again, and the defense asked for a con- 
tinuance until tomorrow morning. There 
was no objection and it was granted. Flem- 
ming was heard to tell Smith, attorney, that 
this would be the program, and he would 
talk to him in the meantime, so it is not im- 
probable that a settlement is contemplated. 

The case has created great excitement in 
this little town. ‘Khe Belleville claims are all 
represented here by Flemming & Merriam’s 
certificates. One lawyer there is in for $500. 
Miss Flemming said heaviest losers were 
those who had pe in their money within the 
last three months, and the greatest kicker 
was a man who had invested $10 and had al- 
ready drawn $18 in dividends. Lawyer Ed- 
mison gave evidence to the prosecutors 
he would hold them personally responsible 
for his client’s arrest. Judge Dumble re- 
fused money bail again today, and Flemming 
was returned to jail. 

STILL DEFIANT. 

He says he rather likes the exaitement of 
the thing, and as he has nothing to do for 
three or four weeks he can stand it.

CREDIT WHERE CREDIT IS DUE.

“It should be here stated that the 
description of Flemming and his partner, 
Merriam, were forwarded to Toronto by 
Tue Cuicaeco Tripung, which paper bas 
shown a great deal of enterprise, and 
expended large sums of money in tracking 
the runaway. The correct — picture given 
of Flemming enabled Tux TRIBUNE’s — 
correspondent to spot that worthy shortly 
after his arrival in Toronto.“ Mail 
also publishes an alleged interview with 
Flemming, in which he is reported to have 
said that his firm run the Chicago Press, 
which issued 20,000 copies daily. But he de- 
nies making any such statement, and says he 
was never interviewed. The interviewer re- 
ports that Flemming said: “Tux Cuicago 
I'RnyUNE had me on the griddle for a long 
tim, but Jam not scorched yet.“ 

About 5 o’clock in the afternoon your cor- 
respondent met Flemming and his custodian 
on their way to the Police Court. Flem- 
m said he had been called there sudden- 
ly. It appeared that Magistrate Dumble’s 
father was very sick at Cobourg, and he de- 
sired to get rid of the case so he could go 
down there. ‘The case was called in his of- 
fice, and Mr. Smith, the prosecutor, testified 
that he had given $300 at different times to 
Clark Edwards, of Belleville, a hotelkeeper 
who was understood to be an agent of 
Flemming & Merriam. In return he has re- 
ceived — or receipts.

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UNRIGHTEOUDS. 
THE VERDICT IN THE PIERCE-GIBBON CASE 
AS IT APPEARS TO THE DEFENSE. 

CHOAdO, Feb, 15.—[Editor of The ‘Tribune.}— 
Your paper has given the evidence for the 
plaintiff in the late case of Mrs. G. N. Pierce vs. 
James Gitbon et al., with the head-line con- 
signing ail house-renters to the penitentiary, 
and this before the evidence for the defense had 
been heard; and also pronounce the verdict ob- 
tained a “righteous verdiet in this mornimg’s 
paper. In justice to us we ask the publication 
of a brief abstract of the evidence for the de- 
fense, that the public may know whether the 
verdict is according to evidence or not, And 
whether anybody bas been guilty of practices 
warraoting the conciusion arrived at in the 
head-lines to your first notice of the case. 

The charge made was that we rented the 
premises to the piaintiff May 19, 188, knowing 
that there was sewer-«as in the house. The evi- 
dence was that the sewer was put in compicte 
order, double trap in front, and ventilator to 
roof, and new catch-basin put in the yard out- 
side of tne house by William M. Dee May 13, 
1882, who was toid to spare no expense, And who 
guaranteed the job for five years. C. C. Web- 
ster, who bad these repairs made, informed us 
that the house was in good order, and on per- 
sonal :nspection such was found to be the case. 
W. G. Tebbetts, carpenter, who worked in the 
house May 19 to May 25, and Dennis Norton, 

ainter, both testified that the house was iu per- 

ect condition. 

Hugh Watt, plumber, testified that he ex- 
amined the house May W and there was no 
sewer-gas in the house; that he examined the 
traps, etc., found the wash-tubs in a filthy con- 
dition, and told plaintiff it was her own filth that 
made the smell. 

Dr. Z. P. Hansen testified that he was in the 
house three or four times from May 22 to May 
30; that ne took meals there, and that there was 
no sewer-gas, and plaintiff boasted to him about 
what a nice house it was. 

A. W. Murray, an expert in sewer gas, testi- 
fied that he inspected the premises the latter 
part of July at our request, and there was no 
sewer-gas in the house.

A DISPLACED CAP OF A CYLINDER OF A HY-

** The Santa Fe Trail” of No Account 
as a Grain-Producing Country, and 
Being Used for Grazing Purposes. 
Wicnrra, Kas., Feb. 13.—[Special Corre- 

spondence.|—Your correspondent has just 

passed over what is known as the old Santa 

Fé Trail” in Kansas, from Newton to the 

western borders of Kansas, The boom in 

Western Kansas produced by the great wheat 

erop off1878, even beyond the rain belt, is now 

athing of the past, The cities built along 


the banks of the Arkansas River are no 


larger now than they were three years ago, 
and in five years from now will be smaller 

than at present. Irrigation to a very limited 
extent has been tried, but only as an experi- 
ment. It is not a success. Kansas as a State 
naturally divides itself into two distinct por- 
tions. In Eastern Kansas, east of the line 
drawn through the State from north to 


south crossing the great bend of the great 
Arkansas River, the State is exceedingly fer- 
tile, produciug magnificent crops, and abund- 
ant in wheat and corn. The western por- 
tion of the State is a vastcattle and sheep 
range, and he who attempts diversified farm- 
— 3 Western Kansas west of the great 
of of the Arkansas River does so at his 
ril, and, after a year or two of trial, retires 
n disgust with a flattened pocketbook. All 
statistics now sent out concerning the fertili- 
ty and productiveness of Western Kansas are 
based upon the wheat crop of 1878, since 
which year the western section of the State 
has not raised any successful crop in either 
wheat or corn. he rainfall is entirely in- 
sufficient for crop purposes, and the idea that 
the rain belt is moving westward each year 
is the veriest moonsbine. 

But as a range for sheep and cattle better 
localities than Southwestern Kansas are very 
hard to find. The emigrant who settled 
along oe seen Arkansas River or in the 
counties ining thereto, and who turned 
stock-raiser before using up all of his availa- 
ble means in trying to raise wheat and corn 
in the dry belt of Kansas, is today the solid 
man of that portion of Kansas. Eastern cap-

This 
vast region adjoining the pan-handle“ of 
Texas and the Indian Territory is one of the 
great meat centres of America, and 
yet the same is now without any 
railway facilities. The cattle drive now 
goes to City, and cattle shipments are 
made from 4 — over the Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fé Road to Chicago, St. Louis, 
Kansas City, and the Eastern markets. There 
is no finer field for railway building in the 
entire West than this. North of the Arkan- 
sas River in Western Kansas a specialty is 
made. of sheep-raising. Even the railway 
magnates are said to be largely interested in 
this industry. Back from the river valley a 
tew foolhardy settlers each spring plow and 
sow, but they reap not. The summers come 
and go, but the brazen skies afford no moist- 
ure. Soon all of this region, miles upon 
miles of prairie swell, will be given up to an 
uninterrupted range. 

Dodge City is today, and no doubt will 
Foal a typical Western town, but a rail- 
way running diagonally across the south- 
western corner ot the State will rob that 
place of its glory, because to the cattle trade 
and cattle shipments of this region Dodge 
City owes its present business. The Atlantic 
& Pacific Railroad crossing the Territory and 
GF or an-handie ’ from Vinita to Albuquerque, 
will take the bulk of the cattle trade from 
Dodge City. Stock-raismg does not require 


large towns, They are made by manufac- | 


tories and agriculture. The time may come, 
indeed is not far distant, when the most pop- 
ulous towns of this region will be the prai- 
rie-dog townsof the “Old Sunta Fé Trail.” 


TAX REDUCTION. 


One Sensible Pennsylvania Newspaper. 
[Philadelphia Record. —One of Philadel- 
phia’s largest and most successful manu- 


facturers said to the writer a few evenings 


ago “that the Record’s free trade doctrines, 
if they could be embodied in legislation, 


would lead to inevitable distress in all the 


manufacturing industries.” When asked 


how there coula be free-trade in a country 


that collected a yearly tax of $240,000,000 on 
imports, he was not so clear that the ques- 
tion of free trade was an immediate issue. 


The truth is that the drain of $240,000,000 for 


customs and $160,000,000 for excise, and the 
equivalent drain arising from the advanced 
prices of commodities which the people 
are obliged to pay in consequence Of taxes 
which bring no revenue into the Treasury, 
are exhausting the very life of the Nation. 
The Government, directly and indirectly, 
collects three doliars for every one that is 
needed. Thedrain that may be computed 
from the tables of the Treasury is over 
1, 000,008 per day. The drain that cannot be 
computed in the enhanced prices of iron, 
wool, coal, cotton, and the thousand 
— one artieles which are made from them 
and other taxed staples is as great as the di- 
rect tax. The workingmen and working- 
women of this country have this load to 
bear. They should be instantly relieved to 
the extent of the Treasury surplus. This is 
not free trade“; it is a piece of horse sense 
that anybody can understand. 

One manufacturer who ror of the 
Record’ s tariff ideas admitted that, While he 
was protected to the extent of seventy-one 
cents per yard in cloth, if he could get free 
wool, on which he pays a duty of equal to 50 
cents per yard, he wouldn't care a snap for 
the other 21 cents. With American machin- 
ery and American management he could 
more than make up the difference. Another 
gentleman informed us that with free jute, 
of which the country hardly grows a ton, he 
could open a store in the City of London to 
sell the superior goods he makes from jutein 
7 weag ag Every bale of American cot- 
ton has to be bagged in cloth made in Scot- 
land, because there is a tax of $15 per ton 
on raw jute. Manufacturers so taxed on 
raw material are worse off for the 
tariff. There are. thousands of others in 
like situation. ‘There ought to be no politics 
in this tariff question; but there will in the 
future be very serious politics for the party 
that gets on the wrong side of it. If the 
Republican party, which now hold the legis- 
ation of the country in its hands, would 
turn over the matter of tariff revision to 
President Arthur and Secretary Folger, 
adopting their wise recommendations, the 
question would be taken out of politics and 
the business interests of the country could 
be measurably relieved. In the near future 
the manufacturing interests of this city and 
State will find that the advice the Record 
has tendered thein in regard to amending the 
tariff while the cards were in their own 
hands has been dictated by a prudeut regard 
for their best interests. Taxation must be re- 
duced, and it will be. It can no longer be 
sustained by the clap-trap argument that 
tariffs are laid’ for the benefit of laboring- 


meu. 


ELECTRICITY IN THE PRESS-ROOM. 
[Boston correspondent Paper-Trade World. } 
—We looked into the press-room of one of 
Boston’s large printing establishments this 


‘week. The foreman was furious and the pro- 


prietor serrowful. Frictional electricity in 
the printed sheets of paper as they left the 
presses was the immediate cause of their 
trouble, It is an interesting and not uncom- 
mon phenonienon, yen easily explained 
nor easily controlled. It has puzzled Profs. 
Bell and Wadman and the best electricians 
we have about here. The packing upon the 
press cylinder seems to act as an inductor, 
and thé paper leaves the press thoroughly 
electrified. We watched a press running off 
1,700 per hour. Suddenly the printed sheet 


clung about the cylinder as though pasted 
it, and had to be torn. off in strips.

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A MEDICAL TRAGEDY. 


Edwardes Was Driven to 
Suicide. 

One of the quietest villages in England has 
been intensely excited by a remarkable epi- 
sode in medical practice. Dr. Edwardes, a 
young physician of excellent reputation, 
purchased in 1881 a share in the medical 
practice of Dr. Whitmarsh, at Houns- 
low, paying $9,000 for it. Having 
winning manners and being happily mar- 
ried, he seon succeeded in making him. 
self the more popular physician of the firm- 
The practice, however, was not so large as 
he had expected to find it, for at the close of 
the first twelvemonth, in October last, his 
share of the profits amounted to $710, 
out of which he had to pay for his 
horse and groom. A dispute arose 
between the partners in regard to the value 
of the practice, Dr. Whitmarsh contending 
that the accounts were three months be- 


hind, and that the book debts could not be 
collected until after Christmas, and reiterat- 
ing the statement that the profits had aver- 
aged $8,625 saunas for three years before 
Dr. Edwardes purchased an interest. Dr. 
Whitmarsh, moreover, did not hesitate to re- 
new a scandalous charge, which would have 
ruined his colleague’s reputation if it had 
been substantiated. 

This charge, originally made by Mrs. Big- 
nell, une of Dr. Edwardes’ patients, had 
been retracted. Dr. Whitmarsh, perceiving 
the use he could make of this stale 7 — 
reminded his partner ot the discredit brought 
upon the practice by the circulation of 
the scandalous reports in the  vil- 
lage. He told Dr. Edwardes that. 
notwithstanding the woman’s denial, he 
—— inclined to believe the charge. He con- 

— te 2 outsiders the impression that the 

ginal statement might have been true. To 
— man he declared that Dr. Edwards ought 
to be horsewhipped. He held consultations 
with the Bignelis and employed their 
lawyer to represent him in the ne- 
gotiations which he was conducting for 
the purchase of his partner’s share 
in the business. Dr. Edwardes, finding 
himself entangled in a tangled web of 
calumny and treachery, made one final effort 
to fight his way out. Hie charged Dr. Whit- 
marsh with egging on Mrs. Bignell to bring 
a false charge against him, and ordered his 
solicitor to prosecute for conspiracy to ex- 
tort money fromhim. He was, however, too 
distracted in mind to await the action 
ot the courts. Ille felt himself to be 
the dupe of his treacherous partner. He told 
his wife that his peace of mind had gone, 
that he was being hounded on to his grave. 
He showed evidence of mental depression 
and excitement, and — 9 sui- 
cide, after writing a letter In which he de- 
scribed himself as a victim of organized 
calumny on the part of Dr. Whitmarsh and 
Mrs. Bignell. 

Curiously enough, public sentiment in the 
village was — — on the side ot the 
dead physician. The contents of the letter 
convinced everybody that the scandalous 
charge was a foul calumny, and ‘so intense 
was the feeling of indignation 
that Dr. Whitemarsh's house was 
attacked by a mob and Mrs. Bignell’s 
life was threatened. The villagers were 80 
exasperated that a strong body of police had 
to be posted in Hounslow to maintain public 
order and to prevent the recurrence of scenes 
of mob violence. The Coroner being re- 
quired by village sentiment to vindicate 
the judgment of the mob, as well as to in- 
vestigate the cause of death, held 
a most searching inquiry respecting 
business relations of the twe practitioners, 
and the scandalous charge made by the woin- 
an Bignell, the five days’ proceedings being 
marked y some disgraceful exhibi- 
tions of village excitement. -The re- 
sult was an emphatic expression of 
opinion on the Dart of the jury that the 
unhappy physician “* had been driven to his 
death by the pressure brought to bear 
by his partner, Dr. Whitmarsh, using the 
false charge of Mrs. Bignell as a meaus to 
drive him to a dishonorable dissolution of 
partnership.“ With this explicit statement 
of the calumniators’ responsibility for the 
suicide, Hounslow will be forced to content 
itself, for criminal charges cannot be lodged 
against either Dr. Whitmarsh or his accom- 


plice. 

That this was not the only instance in 
which Dr. Whitmarsh had slandered his pro- 
fessional brethren was shown during the in- 
quest. He had imputed to another physician 
neglect, carelesness, ignorance, and im- 

roper treatment in a confinement case, and 

ad asserted that if he had been called in he 
could have saved the patient’s life. The post- 
mortem examination proved that he had been 
misled by hearsay evidence of woman-gos- 
sips, and he had been compelled to publish 
an apology in various journals.

FINANCIAL, 


The local money market was again active. 
Heavy currency orders were. received from the 
country, ana the local demand for money was 
good, the rate of Interest being quoted firmer at 
7 per cent at the banks. On the street funds are 
offered at 6@7 per cent on call. 

The bank clearings yesterday aggregated 
$6,400,000, against $5,900,000 the day before. 

The internal-revenue receipts yesterday were 
$35, 424, spirits paying $29,307, cigars and tobacco 
$3,643, and beer $2,433. 

Eastern exchange was quoted weaker at 60@ 
750 discount per $1,000. 

They say that the new nickel five-cent pieces 
are already being plated and offered as gold 
coins. One of them was detected and refused on 
South Water street yesterday. 

Foreign exchange was quoted strung at the 
advance noted below, Sterling was quoted at 
481 for sixty days, and at 487 on demand; actual 
rates at 4834@496%; English documentary at 
481@481% and 434. Continental exchange was 
quoted as follows: Bankers’ franes, 621) 
517%: documentary bills, 524% and de: bank- 
ers’ marks, 44%@V5%; documentary marks, 94% 
Gai. 

The Bank of Eucland rate of discount was re- 
duced yesterday to 34 per cent. 

A small failure in the local jewelry trade was 
reported. 

Bankers do not think it will make any differ- 
enca with the local money market if the pres- 
ent Congress fails to act on the Bonded-Spirits 
bill, 

The advances on distillers’ goods are supposed 
to have been made chiefly in Cincinnati and 
Louisville. 

The New York stock market was weak 
with moderate activity, yesterday morning, and 
firmer, with less doing, in the afternoon. Lake 
Shore, Western Union, and Louisville & Nash- 
ville were among the weakest, the latter being 
depressed by the floods. There was a regular 
bear movenient in the former. 

lilinocis Central was an exception to the gen- 
eral weakness yesterday, being stronger on the 
statement that a scrip dividend is issued fur 17 
shares of the leased liue, the Chicago, St. Louis 
& New Orleans., for every 100 shares of the III! 
nois Central. The present value of the leased 
line is about 70, making an equivalent of about 
12 per cent cash dividend. 

Friends of Reading predict that it will earn 6 
per cent on stock and perbaps 3 per cent on de- 
ferrea bonds in the first year after its discharge 
from a Keccivership.

The leading produce markets were active and 
excited yesterday, with a very unsettied tone. 
There was a good deal of realizing by longs, 
who thought they saw signs that the markets 
were * bumping against the ceiimg.“ but there 
were enough buyers to keep prices up, except 
in wheat, though the outside newsof the day 
rather favored a decline. 

Provisions were active and again stronger. 
Pork advanced 15e. and closed 12%c above the 
latest prices of Wednesday. Lard and meats 
advanced 7c and ciosed firm. There was no 
excitement, but a litule more activity. Liver- 
pool quoted an advance of 6d in lard, and the 
local bog market was quoted steady, with 
a rather smaller supply. Some onlookers said 
that prices were advanced only in sympathy 
with grain; bat there was ¢ertainly a Food de- 
mand for May lard, and packers said that the 
inquiry for meats to ship was really active. The 
speculative trading in pork and ribs was mostly 
for May, other deliveries being merely nominal 
during a large part of the session. About all 
that was done in them was in changing over. 
At the close of "Change the market for May 
stood at $15.55 for pork, $11.65 for lard, and 
$9.65 for ribs. On the afternoon call pork and 
lard for May were 2%c lower, and ribs were 
firmer. 

Flour was strong, with a fair demand. There 
was really more iooking around than for sev- 
eral days previously, but buyers and sellers 
were apart in many cases. The local trade 
was moderate. Bran and other coarse milistuffs 
were geueraily stronger.

The telegraphic advices of yesterday in regard 
to our own wheat crop were conflicting in ro- 
gard to the result of the ice disappearance 
owing to the thaw. Some polots reported that 
the wheat looks spleudid,“ and others that the 
wheat is found to have been winter-killea. 

There is now reason to think that the Board of 
of Trade and the Call Poard of this city will 
come nearer together on the point of enforcing 
coutracts.

“LOUISIANA. 


The Mother of States. 

[New Orleans Picayune, Feb. 6.)}—The 
pageant of the Krewe of Proteus last even- 
ing, while heartily enjoyed by all, and 
generally pronounced as brilliant In concep- 
tion and execution, was greeted with more 
rapturous applause by the Latin portion of 
our population. The history and traditions 
of France are as dear to the descendants of 
the early French settlers of Louisiana as if 
this were yet a province under the tri-color 
flag. ‘The love of home and intense national 
spirit is stronger, perhaps, with the French 
than any other people of Kurope. So deep- 
rooted and ineradicabie is this tie that it has 
ever militated against territorial expansion. 
The thrifty habit of the French, their mar- 
tial spirit and love of agriculture makes 
them —— fitted for the work of 
colonization. But they cannot be induced 
in large numbers to transplant Weir affec- 
tlons to a foreign soil, They are not a 
migratory people, and so the Splendid pos- 
sessions in the Mississlppt Vi 7 — passed 
away from their contro leon re- 
alized the fact that the Not Amerti- 
can Continent must fall under sway of the 
Anglo-Saxon and Germanic races, and so 
made a virtue of necessity When he ceded 
Louisiana.

account of waiting for connections, it was 
not running faster than its regular card time 
at that point, which is about thirty miles an 
hour. The engine, baggage and mail cars 
passed over safely. The first coach remained 
on lis wheels, but the second turned over on 
its side, killing Mrs. Seaman, of Meaford, 
Canada, as already reported. Mrs. Chester 
Miller, who was on her way to visit relatives 
in Chicago, had her nose broken. Thomas 
Peel, of Winnipeg, who was reported seri- 
ously injured, is able to be about, and will 
be all right in a few days. His injuries are 
internal and oecasion lum but little inconven- 
jience. A few other passengers were in- 
ured, and all with the exception of Mr. 
ebb will go west on this afternoon’s train. 
The track was found tobe in first-class con- 
dition, and all the evidence so far goes to 
show that the accident was purely accidental 
and could not have been fereseen or avoided. 
The wounded were at once cared for by the 
railway employés until medical attendance 
arrived from Flint, and everything possible 
has been done by the officials of the company 
to relieve the sufferings of the in- 
jured. There were 165 passengers on 
the train, most of whom were badly scared, 
and but for the prompt action of the en- 
gineer and train hands the accident might 
have proved a more serious one. The track 
was torn up for a short distance, but was 
soon in shape, and other trains were not de- 
layed more than a few hours. General-Man- 
ager Callaway and Division-Superintendent 
Pettibone arrived here this morning and will 
be present at the inquest tonight, when the 
statement of the train hands and passengers 
will be thoroughly sifted, and the speed of 
the train and t condition of the track at 
the time of the accident established. 


A dispatch received here last evening from 
General-Manager Callaway states the 
verdict in the Flint accident exonerates of- 
ficers and employés from any blame, as the 
accident was occasioned by the breaking ofa 
rall as the train was passing over it. 


Vanderbilt's New Sridge Across the 
Niagara River at the Falls. 

A dispatch from Niagara Falls toa To- 
ronto paper says: Mr. G. C. Cunningham, 
representing the Canada Southern Railway, 
has waited on the Town Council and pre- 
sented plans and specifications of a branch 
railway connecting the Erie & Niagara 
Branch of the Canada Southern with the 
proposed branch to be built across the river 
here, at a point near the railway suspension 
bridge. ‘The Council held a special meeting 
and adopted the following resolution with- 
out a dissenting voice: 

WuHeERBAS, A plan bas been submitted by the 
Canada Southern Railway Company to this 
council showing a site of bridge proposed to be 
erected across the Niagara River at the Town of 
Niagara Falls. as well as location of branch to 
be constructed through the said town to connect 


the line of the Erie & Niagara Branch of the 


Canada Southern Railway with the said pro- 
bri . Be it, merefore, 

Resolved, That the bridge and branch railway 
and that the location as shown on the said plan 
will be bighly beneficial to the general interests 
of the town, and the opinion of this council is 
that it will do as littie injury as is possible under 
the circumstances to private property; and be it 
therefore 

Resolved, That this council, considering the 
great benefit to be derived by this town and 
county by the building of a bridge by the Can- 
ada Southern Kailway across Niagara Kiver at 
this point, this Council respectfully pray that 
the Dominion Government, now in session, do 
graut a charter for the same, and that a copy of 
the above resolution be forwarded to Dr. Fer- 
guson, M. P. for this. county, and Nicol Kings- 
mili, Solicitor of the Canada Southern Railway. 
both now at Ottawa. 

These steps were taken by the Canada 
Southern Railway on account of the Grand 
Trunk Railway sending representatives to 
Ottawa to oppose the granting of a charter 
to the Canada Southern Railway to build a 
bridge of their own across Niagara River at 
this point. 


Commissioner Fink at Last Admits that 
East-Bound Freight Rates Are Being 
Cat. 

Although considerable abuse has been 
heaped upon Tue Tripune for giving curren- 
cy to the report that east-bound freight rates 
are being cut, not only from Peoria, where 
the cutting has been going on for some time 
past, but also from Chicago, St. Louis, and 
other Western points, and that the High 
Joints” would meetin New York Feb. 21 to 
take steps to prevent a general demoraliza- 
tion, it is now admitted that Tur Tu- 
UNE had been well posted as usual. 
Commissioner Fink was the tirst 
to discredit the report in THE 
TRIBUNE, and claimed that no such meeting 
had been called, nor were the rates being cut 
from any point except Peoria, and that at 
that point the matter was not serious. Mr. 
Fink seems to have received new light during 
the last day or two, for yesterday afternoon 
the General Managers of the various roads in 
the Joint Executive Committee received a 
dispatch from him requesting them to meet 
with the Trunk Line Executive Committee 
in his office Feb. 21 to take measures to pre- 
vent the threatened demoralization in east- 
bound freight rates, and, owing to the im- 
portance of the subject, requesting a full 
attendance. 

It is quite certain that unless the most de- 
cisive steps are at once taken a general war 
on east-bound freight rates cannot be avert- 
ed. Durmg the last day or two no business 
was taken at cut rates at this point, but this 
was due to the fact that the roads, owing to 
the floods in the East, are unable to handle 
much business, 


The Pacific Coast Extension 
Union Pacific. 

OMAHA, Feb. 15.— [Special. I— Tun Ta- 
tne has pointed out that the Union Pacific 
Railway must eventually build an independ- 
ent line to the Pacific coast, and information 
gained by your correspondent is conclusive 
that this step has been determined upon, and 
that of the three routes which have been un- 
der consideration that heading to the north- 
west has been chosen, the route to Portland, 
Ore., having been next in favor. It is pretty 
well understood that while the original 
project of the Union Pacific was to build 
from the initial 7 of the Oregon Short 
Line at Granger, O. (where it starts from 
the main line), the Union Pacific did not enter 
upon construction until it had made surveys 
ot three feasible routes to tide-water, and one 
of these routes was to Seattle, W. T., on 
Puget Sound; another to Portland; while the 
third traversed a middle ground. However, 
Mr. Villard, of the Oregon Railway & Naviga- 
tion Company, agreed to build to Baker City, 
Ore., and there connect with the Union 
Pacific, following the course of the Columbia 
trom Portland to Umatilla. Sines that time 
Mr. Villard has become the holder of a large 
amount of Northern Pacific stock, and it has 
been apparent that he was not anxious to 
carry out the arrangement, but instead has 
placed a. force of 500 Chinese laborers at 
work east of Baker City and in territory 
naturally falling to the share of the Union 
Pacific, the laborers being now en in 
making a road to Boise City, Idaho. 

The idea of running a line into the interior 
of Oregon and no further has been one that 
the Union Pacific could not “ abide,” and al- 
ready it has a large force of surveyors busy 
at ym points on the proposed route be- 
tween Baker City and Seattle. The Oregon 
Short-Line, when built through to the latter 
point, will be about 1,200 miles in length, or 
about 170 miles longer than the Union Pa- 
cific Main-Line from Omaha to Ogden. The 
Oregon Short-Line is now completed from 
Granger to Shoshene, Idaho (the junction 
with the Wood River Branch), a distance of 
321 miles, and trains will be put on about 
March 1.

Henues, the Alleged Straw-Bond Man, 
Unable to Satisfactorily Expiain His 
Connection with the Allen Case, 
The examination of Lambert Hennes, a 

surety for Mrs. Laura Allen in her suit for 

damages against her busband, was heard 
yesterday morning before Judge Barnum. 

Hennes is accused of being a straw-bonds- 

man, and of havihg sworn falsely as to the 

ownership of certain real estate. The prop- 
erty he claimed to own was some “ grave- 

yard ”’ lots, six by eighteen feet, in Scott's 
notorious boulevard addition to Chicago. 

Hennes was examined by the Judge, and said 

he bought the property over ten years ago, 

without seeing or knowing exactly where it 
was, It was represented to him by Oven- 
dorf; the agent who made the sale, 
that the lots were on Blue 

Island avenue. Witness could only 

describe the property as being on Blue Isl- 

and avenue, near Black Oak. He first_dis- 
covered the reai size of the lots when Scott 
was arrested and his swindle exposed. Sluce 
that time Hennes said he has been surety on

THREE OR FOUR BONDS, 

or possibly even a dozen, and always on the 

solicitation of the lawyer, C. J. Beattie. 

Hennes denied that he received anything for 

going on bonds, but admitted Beattie paid 

him when he brought him aclient. The 815 

which witness had said Beattie owed him 

was for services in drumming up clients. 

Hlennes could not tell how many times he 
had scheduled lots in Scott’s addition 
when he went off bonds, bor how many 
times the property had appeared in the bonds 
he had — as the lawyers in the 
different cases filled out the bonds. 
In the present instance Beattie drew the bond 
and told witness to sign it, which the latter 
did without reading. lie also claimed the 
bond had never been sworn to before a No- 
tary Public, nor had he been questioned as 
to its character by the Clerk of the court, nor 
had its contents been explained to him. Wit- 
ness’ business was that of veterivary sur- 
geon. He denied that he had been away 
from the city more than five or six days 
since the issue of the warrant in December 
last for his arrest, but had been living at No. 17 
Burling street, and attending to his affairs in 
the usual way.

George II. Dilcher, a Notary Public, testi- 
fied that he hadsworn Hennes to the affidavit 
in the case in Beattie’s office. 

Patrick Cahill, the chief bailiff, who had 
arrested Hennes, said the latter had charged 
that it was through the attorney’s fault he 
had gotten into trouble, and that Hennes said 
he thought the matter had blown over, or 
he would have kept out of the way. Hennes 
wanted him to leave him in the street-car on 
his simple promise that he would be on hand 
the next day in court. 

Three horse-dealers testified to the general 
good reputation of Llennes. 

The Judge said he wanted further evidence 
before he could decide the case. He wotld 
be very happy to hear from Beattie just now 
as to his connection with the matter, but 
would not issue any summons. Hennes was 
then sent back to jailand the examination 
postponed until today.

A Novel Question as to a Surety’s Lia- 
bility. 

Judge Smith is hearing, without a jury, 
the case of Charles H. Stuart against Henry 
C. Nutt to recover $2,712.50. Stuart and 
Nutt, together with B. F. Allen and 
B. F. Murphy, were sureties on a 
bond for $500,000 given by the Cook 
County National Bank as security for mar- 
gins deposited by members of the Board of 
Trade. Stuart was afterward compelled to 
pay about 85,800 to Hallam & Co. on margin 
certificates, and now brings suit against 
his cosurety, Nutt, President of the Atiantic 
& Pacitic Railway Company. to compel him 
to pay bis moiety. Murphyand Allen are 
both bankrupt, so that they cannot be made 
to respond. It is claimed by the defendant 
that Stuart is not entitled to recover, because 
the transactions on account of which these 
margins were deposited were gambling 
transactions. The question thus raised is 
rather a novel one. 


Two Directory Firms Have a Falling 
Out. 

The Chicago Directory Company, publish- 
ers of The Lakeside Annual Directory of 
the City of Chicago, 1882,“ filed a bill yester- 
day in the United States Circuit Court 
against O. C. Haskell and R. L. H. Wing, 
partners as O. C. Haskell & Co., to prevent an 
infringement of their copyright in the above 
work. Complainants allege that on the 10th 
inst. the defendants published a book en- 
titled **O. C. Haskell & Co.’s Classified Busi- 
ness Directory of the City of Chicago, 1885,” 
which ft almost a verbatim reprint of that 
part of the Lakeside Directory contained 
in pages 1301 to 1667, inclusive, and 
known as “Chicago Business Directory.” 
The Lakeside Directory was cpr copyrighted 
and complainants ask that: Haskell & Co. be 
restrained from infringing their copyright or 
publishing any more directories containing 
such printed matter, and may be compelled 
to account for all profits heretofore made, 
and surrender the unsold books, 


The Criminal Court—Wells Gets a Year 
in the House of Correction. 

In Judge Tuley’s court yesterday morning 
the case of Augustus Wells—who had al- 
ready testified to his guilt in the trial of 
Keedle, charged with receiving stolen goods 
from Phelps, Dodge & Palmer—was taken 
up. Wells had already been convicted by the 
jury, and the Judge said the question of his 
punishment had given him considerable 
thought, as the counsel disagreed as to the 
understanding had with Wells relative to im- 
munity. It was insisted, on the part of coun- 
sel for the prisoner, that if the latter testified 
he should be treated as an ‘accomplice who 
had turned State’s evidence. The State’s- 
Attorney, on the other band, contended that 
there was no agreement with Weils save 
that the State would accept from him a plea 
to petit larceny. Judge Tuley said that the 


first question was whether the State’s- 


Attorney had the power to make 
such an agreement as was claimed by the 
defendant.

When the Mutual Union Ceases to Com- 
pete with the Westera Uaion Its Priv- 
lleges Will Cease at Macine, Wis., and 
Elsewhere. 

Racine, Wis., Feb. 15.—[Special.]—The 
reported absorption of the Mutual Union 
Telegraph Company by the Western Union 
has created consfderable ill-feeling among 
manufacturers and business-men here. The 
Western Union had retained the buik of its 
business during the brief existence of the 
Mutual Union, chiefly because the latter did 
not reach all principal points and but few of 
the minor places. The advent of the Mutual 
Union to the Northwest was hailed by the 
business-men in many cities; yet, however, 
the Aldermanic nature cropped out ina large 
number of places, and ordinances of an iron- 
clad nature were framed, and agreed to by 
the company’s officers, in order to obtain 
rights way, which ordinances 
bid fair to cause ‘no little 
amount of mischief to Mr. Gould’s compauy 
before he will be able to operate the Mutual 
Union in the interest of the Western Union. 
When the Mutual Union applied for rights 
of way through the Northwestern cities peo- 
ple were agitating the question of doing away 
with telegraph poles and wires in the central 
parts of cities, and Commen Councils in gen- 
eral exacted much that the company was un- 
willing to give. The entrance to Racine was 
gained in much the same manner as other 
places, and ’tis said that the Council will take 
steps to have all poles and wires of the 
Mutual Union removed so soon as the com- 
pany ceases to a competitor of 
the Western Union. After a deal 
of wrangling the Mutual Union was 
granted right of way through and into Ra- 
cine upon agreeing in writing to an ordi- 
nance the third section of which reads: F“ All 
rights and privileges hereby granted are to 
cease at any time when the Mutual Un- 
ion Telegraph Company ceases to be a com- 
peting company.” ‘The ordinances cover va- 
cating the poles, etc., and the Aldermen are 
talking of enforcing the provisions thereto 
in the courts if necessary. It is said that 
parties interested in the success of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Company are — 8 — this 
2— and that a general kick will 

inaugurated throughout the Northwest 
where these ordinances are in torce.

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GIRLS AND BOYS. 


An Argument in Favor of a State Re- 
formatory. 

CnicaGco, Feb. 15.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. — There is no city in the United States 
where a State reformatory for girls and boys 
is needed more than in the City of Chicago. 
And certainly there is no city in the Union 
where one is so much needed that you tind 
that city without one. And how it happens 
that a city like Chieago, with its 600,000 in- 
habitants, with all its other splendid chari- 
ties, is without an institution reformatory in 
its nature where delinquent girls and boys 
of a tender age can be committed as wards 
of the city, county, or State, I cannot under- 
stand. 

It has been frequently shown through the 
columns of Tux Tripune that there are at 
the present time growing wp in this city a 
large number of girls and boys in idleness, 
mendicancy, and vice, without proper pa- 
rental care. It is no longer a ques 
whether the State has the power to restrain 
the ungoverned children of misfortune in 
our midst.

Let us see what cities and States in the 
Union have these reformatories, and hear 
their testimony as to their usefulness.
